1. Reference is made to the 1-57 form con- 
cerning Subject who entered the United States on 
26 May 1965. The files of this office contain the 
following information. 

2. According to information dated 1 July 
1944 from an unevaluated source. Subject formerly 
was vice consul in Tangle rs and an officer in the 

SS. 

3. In a report dated 10 August 1945, a fairly 
reliable source stated that Subject was a "SS Ober- 
sturmbannfuhrer, " and a member of thu SD (Gestapo 
Security Service). 

4. When interrogated in October 1945 by 
a predecessor organisation of this Agency, Subject 
admitted that while working for the German For- 
eign Office he bad numerous contacts with SD sad' ■ 
Abwehr (Germany Military Intelligence Service) 
members. Subject also admitted that he beloaged 
to the Nasi Party and the SS and that he had re- 
ceived the honorary rask of SS Obersturmfuhrer. 
Subject denied any intelligence activity. On the 
basis of statements mad* by Subject himself, hie 
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interrogator* craeladtd that "although thay (bia 
state manta) do not provs any direct coaasction with 
tea CIS (German gab jllg saes Ssrriss). dc- 

show that ha bars rad around tea fringe of bate 
Abwebr and SD. H Hia Interrogator* atated teat 
"in view of hia aarly aaaociatlon with tea German 
students more mast and tea SS, It is fait teat be 
may baas suppressed many facta relating to hia 
collaboration with tea G1S and should be regarded 
aa a potentially dangerous person. ” 

5. Subject's name appeared on a 28 Jan* 
uary 1945 list of Abwehr members prepared by 
a predecessor organisation of this Agency. 

6. This office has no objection to the Bur- 
eau making tea above information available to 
other officially interested United States Gove rn- 
manft agencies as dsetned advisable. 
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
